PREVIOUS  publications  of 
Mr.  Colver's  work  have  reached 
various  parts  of  the  country  and 
the  world.  He  has  received  a let- 
ter from  the  German  Iron  and 
Steel  Institute  requesting  more 
information  regarding  his  work 
for  inclusion  in  their  publica- 
tions. 

Mr.  Colver  graduated  from 
BYU  in  1954  with  a B.A.  in  art. 
his  interest  in  sculpture  has 
been  with  him  through  most  of 
his  life,  he  commented. 

As  a student  at  the  Y he  first 
attempted  sculpture  in  steel.  He 
was  the  first  at  the  Y to  do  this 
type  of  work,  although  others 
throughout  the  country  had 
sculptured  with  welded  metal. 

THE  CHALLENGE  of  sculp- 
turing in  metals  by  welding  was 
one  of  the  main  motivations  for 
his  starting  in  this  field. 

Mr.  Colver  executed  the  first 
welded  steel  sculpture  ever  cre- 
ated at  BYU.  It  Is  an  abstract 
work  which  he  entitles  "The 
Cathedral.”  When  he  first 
thought  of  using  steel  as  an  art 
form  he  didn’t  know  how  to 
weld. 

Choosing  some  pieces  of  steel, 
which  he  wanted,  he  held  them 
while  a welder  at  the  BYU  ma- 
chine shop  welded  them  into 
place.  The  rugged  but  graceful 
product  resembled  a Gothic- 
type  cathedral. 

IN  SPITE  OF  his  devotion  to 
are,  specifically  sculpturing.  Mr. 
Colver’s  main  interest  is  in 
church  activity.  He  is  presently 
serving  as  MIA  superintendent, 
ward  chorister  and  priesthood 
chorister.  When  asked  if  he 
wasn't  kept  rather  busy,  he  re- 
plied, "Oh  no.  When  I lived  out 
in  the  mission  field.  I was  in- 
volved in  much  more  church  ac- 
tivity.” 

Mr.  Colver  has  been  art  direc- 
tor at  the  BYU  Press  for  two 
years.  He  and  his  family  of  a 
wife  and  three  children  reside 
in  Orem.

“About  15  per  cent  of  the  stu- 
dentbody read  on  approximately 
the  seventh  or  eighth  grade 
level,”  said  Lynn  Ravsten  of 
Counseling  Service. 

Reading  skills  improvement 
classes  are  being  offered  by  the 
Counseling  Service  this  semes- 
ter largely  at  the  expense  of  the 
University.  Cost  to  the  student 
is  $3. 

STUDENTS  WILL  be  placed 
in  the  program  on  the  basis  of 
their  reading  ability  as  shown 
by  scores  on  a preliminary  read-' 
ing  test  required  of  each  en- 
trant. 

The  only  students  who  may 
enroll  without  a placement  test 
are  freshmen,  who  took  a read- 
ing test  during  orientation. 

Groups  will  be  conducted  ac- 
cording to  members’  present 
reading  needs  and  will  meet 
twice  weekly.  Some  students 
will  be  allowed  to  work  on  an 
individual  basis. 

NO  GRADES  WILL  be  given 
for  the  course.  Motivation  comes 
from  tlie  desire  of  the  individual 
to  better  himself.  The  program 
is  set  up  to  increase  the  compe- 
tence and  the  confidence  of  the 
reader. 

Those  wishing  to  enroll  in  the 
program  should  fill  out  an  in- 
formation form  at  the  Skills 
Improvement  Service  Office,  A- 
235  Smoot  Administration  Bldg., 
and  take  the  diagnostic  reading 
test  at  one  of  the  following 
times:

As  students  thronged  to  the 
new  library  this  fall,  many  were 
very  surprised  to  find  that  a 
checking  point  had  been  set  up 
to  check  the  books  of  everyone 
leaving  the  library. 

Many  asked,  “Is  this  really 
in  the  spirit  of  the  honor  sys- 
tem?” As  a result,  much  dis- 
cussion has  arisen.  But  accord- 
ing to  Harvey  Newbert,  a full 
time  library  security  employee, 
it  is  “not  just  a matter  of  an 
honor  system,  but  a matter  of 
protecting  the  library  for  the 
students.” 

MR.  NEWBERT  was  unable 
to  put  a value  figure  on  the  li- 
brary collection,  but  stated  that 
there  are  presently  about  330,- 
000  volumes  on  the  shelves.  New

volumes  are  being  added  at  the 
rate  of  10,000  per  week,  he  said. 

The  stacks  of  the  library  are 
open  to  anyone  who  wants  to 
use  them,  and  not  just  to  stu- 
dents. If  there  were  no  check 
points,  books  could  be  carried  • 
away  by  the  briefcaseful  with- 
out the  librarians  knowledge. 

SEVERAL  OF  THE  nation’s 
larger  libraries  have  lost  thou- 
sands of  books  because  of  a lack 
in  security,  said  Mr.  Newbert. 

“Also,”  said  Mr.  Newbert,” 
some  books  are  improperly 
charged  and  this  gives  us  an- 
other chance  to  check  for  er- 
rors.” A carbon  check-out  card 
from  every  borrowed  book  is 
left  with  the  checker.  Therefore, 
he  not  only  performs  a security 
function  but  also  helps  to  pre- 
vent errors. 

“WE  TRY  TO  be  polite,  inof- 
fensive and  fast  as  well  as  thor- 
ough in  our  work,”  said  Mr. 
Newbert,  “and  the  students  have 
been  very  cooperative.”  He  said 
that  only  two  or  three  students 
have  refused  to  open  their 
briefcases  for  inspection. 

One  fellow  who  refused  was 
asked  to  talk  to  the  library  di- 
rector. After  a brief. talk  he  was 
thoroughly  converted  to  the 
check-out  system.  He  could 
plainly  see  that  it  was  for  his 
protection  and  not  to  his  hind- 
rance. 

LIBRARY'  security  is  under 
the  direction  of  Mr.  Leonard 
Christensen  and  his  assistant 
Mr.  Newbert,  who  work  full 
time.  They  are  aided  by  for 
students  who  work  20  hours  a 
week.  They  have  the  interest  of 
the  students  and  BYU  foremost 
in  their  minds. 

Even  with  the  additional 
check  one  c?m  still  get  a book 
much  faster  than  you  could  in 
the  closed  stacks  of  the  Grant 
Library.  Remember? 

Incidently,  no  one  has  tried 
to  walk  away  with  any  books 
yet.

FBI  makes  first  air-piracy  arrest 


WASHINGTON,  Sept.  25 
(UPI) — Elbert  Miller  Brooks, 
his  wife  and  6-year-old  son 
boarded  a Piedmont  Airlines 
plane  here  yesterday  for  a short 
flight  to  Roanoke,  Va. 

Ten  minutes  after  the  plane 
took  off  from  National  Airport, 
a discovery  was  made  that 
brought  about  Brooks’  arrest  by 
the  FBI — the  first  under  the 
new  federal  sky-piracy  law. 

The  FBI  said  the  plane’s  purs- 
er discovered  an  automatic  pic- 
tol  wrapped  in  a newspaper  on 
the  seat  near  the  38-year-old 
Eagle  Rock,  Va.,  man.

Skyline  teams 
win,  lose  tilts 

Utah  State  University  emerg- 
ed from  football  activity  with 
the  healthiest  looking  record  as 
Skyline  teams  went  intersection- 
al or  stayed  at  home  over  the 
weekend. 

The  Aggies  remained  In  Lo- 
gan to  pound  out  their  biggest 
victory  in  years,  by  maiming 
Montana  54-6  in  a regular  Sky- 
line fight  at  Romney  Stadium. 

The  Beehive’s  other  football 
representatives  were  defeated 
in  Wisconsin  and  Texas.  The 
Big  10  Wisconsin  Badgers  shav- 
ed Utah  7-0.  and  West  Texas 
annihilated  BYU  55-8  In  Canyon. 

Wyoming  and  New  Mexico 
were  the  only  two  Skyilne  reps 
to  win  outside  the  conference. 
The  Cowboys  squeezed  by  North 
Carolina  State  15-14,  and  the  Lo- 
bos  dropped  New  Mexico  State 
41-7. 

In  other  major  games  across 
the  country  Syracuse  snipped 
Oregon  State  19-8;  Texas  beat 
California  28-3;  UCLA  won  over 
Air  Force  19-6  and  Penn  State 
toppled  Navy  20-10. 


‘Y’  frosh  Pat  Daniels 
has  1964  Olympic  goal 


Alabama  over  Georgia  32-6; 
Mississippi  State  6,  Texas  Tech 
0;  Iowa  State,  14,  Oklahoma  7 
and  Rice  defeated  Louisiana  14- 
7. 


Three  years  ago  a fifteen 
year-old  girl  was  asked  to  try 
out  for  the  girl’s  track  team  at 
Millbrae,  Calif.  Inspired  by 
a gold  medal  for  the  broad  jump* 
in  her  first  meet,  she  began  her 
career  as  one  of  the  United 
States'  top.  woman  athletes. 

One  short  year  following  her 
first  high  school  triumph,  blonde 
blue-eyed  Pat  Daniels  was  in 
Romo  running  against  t h e 
world’s  greatest  in  the  1960  Oly- 
mpic ames. 

Today,  pretty  pat  is  a fresh- 
man on  tin*  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity campus  where  she  will 
compete  nationally  and  Inter- 
nationally as  a Cougar  repre- 
sentative. 

Many  BYU  students  probably 
saw  the  women’s  800-metor  run 
at  Rome  on  television  last  year. 
If  so  they  may  remember  one 
of  the  heartbreaks  of  the  games 
came  when  Miss  Daniels  stum- 
bled and  fell  rounding  the  final 
curve.  She  was  in  third  place  at 
the  time. 

Pat’s  triumphs  certainly  over- 
shadow this  misfortune  greatly. 
She  is  the  current  holder  of  the 
women’s  American  and  Nation- 
al records  for  both  the  800  and 
400  meter  runs.  She  has  been 
clocked  in  2:13.0  for  the  800  and 
56.0  for  the  400.  These  times 
broke  the  records  of  Lillian 
Green.  m , 

Pat  has  set  her  goal  to  par- 
ticipate in  the  women's  1964 
Olympic  pentathlon  champion- 
ship. Her  present  marks  in  this 
include:  high  jump,  5-2;  broad 
jump.  19-3;  200  meters,  24.9; 
80-meter  hurdles,  11.7;  shotput, 
40  feet.  The  official  women’s 
shotput  weighs  4 kilos  or  just 
over  eight  pounds. 

“The  decathlon  champion  of 
the  Olympics  is  considered  to  Is* 
the  world’s  greatest  athlete,” 
said  pat.  “The  women’s  penta- 
thlon chamiponship  Is  on  equal 
basis  with  this,"  she  added. 

She  spent  a month  in  Rome 
and  made  the  European  tour 
with  the  United  States  track 
team  both  the  year  of  the  Olym- 
pics, and  in  1961.  On  this  latter 
tour  she  placed  third  in  the  800 
meters  in  Russia.  Germany, 
London,  and  Poland.  After  the 
tour  she  remarked.  “I  don’t 
ever  want  to  run  second  to  a 
Russian  again.” 

Ed  Parker  of  the  San  Mateo 
Athletic  Club  is  credited  with 
“discovering"  Miss  Daniels.  He 
outlined  her  training  program 
and  was  a chief  influence  in  de- 
veloping her  desire  and  ability. 
While  in  training.  Pat's  sched- 
ule included  on  hour's  workout 


before  LDS  Seminary  each 
morning  and  a two-hour  work- 
out after  school. 

Scholarships  came  her  way 
from  muny  colleges,  hut  she 
finally  decided  on  Brigham 
Young  University  much  to  the 
pleasure  of  BYU  track  mentor 
Clarence  Robison. 

*In  th  immediate  futre,  Pat 
will  travel  to  Fort  Collins,  Colo- 
raod.  to  compete  in  the  Nation- 
al Women's  Penthathlon  cham- 
pionship against  such  stars  as 
current,  titleholder  Joann  Terry 
and  Wilma  Rudolph’s  teammate, 
Vivian  Brown  who  is  “almost 
as  fast  as  Wilma,’  in  the  words 
of  Miss  Daniels.  This  event  will 
be  on  Sept.  30,  only  a week 
away. 

Strangly  enough,  the  trim, 
soft-eyed  star’s  first  love  in 
sports  is  water  skiing,  and  this 
is  followed  by  swimming.  Track 
and  field  ranks  number  three. 

And  if  all  these  activities 
aren't  enough  for  one  young 
lady,  Pat's  high  school  band,  in 
which  she  played  the  clarinet, 
marched  in  President  Kennedy’s 
inauguarl  parade  in  Washing- 
ton. D.C. 

The  personable  Miss  Daniels 
intends  to  give  up  track  after 
the  1964  games  in  favor  of  more 
domestic  pursuits.
